Aboard their small sailing vessel anchored off the New 
England Coast November 11, 1620, forty-one heroic Eng- 
lishmen signed the Mayflower Compact which, according 
to William Bradford, was to hold in check the restless indi- 
viduals on board, who had threatened to strike out on their 
own when they landed. This became America’s first venture 
in self government. 


in establishing the Plymouth Colony, these Pilgrim 
Fathers suffered the hardships of a bitter winter. With food 
scarce and disease’ prevalent, nearly half their number 
died. They soon discovered that their original compact for 
the common ownership of property „and crops was not 
workable. Several were lazy and seditious and refused to 
assunie their responsibilities, expecting favored treatment, 
but equal returns. So America’s first experiment in social- 
ism failed and was abandoned. 


These pioneering Pilgrims then turned to the principles 
of private ownership and individual effort, as the only hope 
of immediate survival and ultimate success, to sow the 
seed of capitalism in the New World.

‘This warning was issued by Louis 
Wise, President of the Mississippi 
Safety Council, who the 
citizens uf this state- that. to-date 
475 people have been killed on 
Mississippi streets and highways. 


“A majorty of these 475 people 
insisted on exercising their God- 
given rights to do as they please 
and are no longer in a position to 
claim these rights,” he said. They 
are now listed on the highway 
fatalities under the caption: 


“Failed to yield right-oftway; 
on the wrong side of the road, and 
dozing at the wheel.” 


The Safety Council official said 
that the apparent disregard for the 
low man has caused the increase 
safety of themselves and their fel- 
in highway deaths over 1961. 


The only explaination we can 
give for this upsurge in highway 
fatailiies is that too many people 
in our state have no regard for 
human life”, Wise said. 


He stated further that the use of 
a few simple safety rules could cut 


| the highway accidents and acci- 


dental death rate by more than 
50%. 


Wise offered the following sug- 
gestions to be used in driving on 
the highway during the Thanksgiv- 
ing weekend. 


1. Make sure your automobile is 
in good mechanicat shape. 

2. Be happy on the highway. Do 
not let your temper cause a fatal 
accident. 


3. If driving a long distance, stop 
at least once every 200 miles for 
a coffee or a soft drink break. If 
neither is available, stop the car 
and walk around for about 3 min- 
utes. 


4. By all means use a safety belt. 
This one item alone, if used by all 
occupants in motor vehicles would 
reduce highway deaths by at least 
33%. 

5. Respect the life of others and 
be as courteous in the/car as you 
would be on the street. 

The Council president stated that 
if these rules were followed, the 
headlines on Monday morning of 
next week could eaisly read “No 
fatalities in Mississinppi during 
the long yeekend.
